Mayor Snow, for reasons which appeared 
In another article -In TOTE TRIBUNE, 
and 'Which, it was thought covered only 
the conditions at the time o£ .the Jiaullng 
down, was not .raised to the peak Satur- 
day morning. 


Such 'being the case, a resolution of the 


Council, instructing the Chief of Pol'Lco 
to give the flag to .the breeze at sunrise 
every pleasant morning has been disre- 
gard ed. 


After the flag had been hauled down. 


It was taken to the ofllce of 'the Board of. 
Public 'Works and placed In one of the 
rooms connected with that institution. 
It had previously to that morning been in 
the custody of. the Chief of Police. Tn 
the haivllng down of the flag under the 
Mayor's order and' tire, stowing away of 
the flafr in t'he office of the Board of 
Public Works. Chief of Police Hodgkins 
felt that 'he had r.o more to do in the 
premises, because the act was performed 
by 'the chief, executive of the city. 


Now. the ci'jestlon arisen who, If any- 


body 'is responsible for the setting aside 
the order of the Council, the -Chidf of Po- 
lice.

The fact thnt Ihe flag .'has been taken 


out of the custody of the Chief of Police
